Kennedy Calls Off Cuban 
Blockade On Castro Pledge 
He Will Remove Jet Bombers 


By WHITNEY SH O EM A K ER 
WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy, saying Uiere is reason 
for gratitude in this Thanksgiving 
week, has called off the U.S. 
blockade of Cuba in return for 
promised removal of Soviet bomb- 
ers from the island. 
Serious problems remain, Ken­ 
nedy emphasized Tuesday night 
at his first news conference since 
tile Cu,ban crisis spread jitters 
around the world. 
Until arrangements are made to 
verify the withdrawal of Soviet 
missiles and planes, preferably by 
inspection on the spot, he said the 
United States will do its own 
checking on military activity in 
Cuba. 
HOPEFUL FUTURE 
He clearly meant that among 
other measures this country would 
continue to send out reconnais 
sance planes to guard against an­ 
other buildup in Cuba, despite 
Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro’s 
threat to shoot them down. 
Yet, with the manner of a man 


reporting the worst is over, Ken 
nedy said real progress has been 
made—and a complete settlement 
could open the door to solution of 
other east-west issues. 
Philosophically, he added: “In 
this week of Thanksgiving, there 
is much for which we can be 
grateful as we look back to where 
we stood only four weeks ago—the 
unity of this hemisphere, the sup­ 
port of our allies and the calm 
determination of the American 
people. These qualities may be 
tested many more times in this 
decade, but we have increased 
reason to be confident that those 
qualities will continue to serve the 
cause of freedom with distinction 
in the years to come.” 
The news conference, his first in 
nearly IO weeks, was carried by 
national radio and television net­ 
works.

Cease-Fire O ffer Fails 
To Reach Nehru As Reds 
Push Into Assam Plains

NEW DELHI. India (AP>-CM- 
nese Communist troops have brok­ 
en through Indian defenses south 
of Bomdila and are plunging to­ 
ward the plains of Assam, a De­ 
fense Ministry spokesman said to­ 
day. 
In a parallel strike, the Red Chi­ 
nese "ore reported to have ad­ 
vanced about 65 miles in the Luhit 
River Valley at the eastern end of 
the Himalayan front. 
The announcement of these ac­ 
tions came only a few hours be­ 
fore 
the 
Wednesday 
midnight 
deadline—ll a.m. EST—at which 
Red China said it had ordered its 
victory-flushed 
Himalayan 
divi­ 
sions to silence their guns. 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
had in effect rejected Peking's 
terms. 
Th J Defense spokesman refused 
to say what would be the Indian 
army reaction to the Red Chinese 
declaration of a cease-fire.

"It was a very good sign that 
Scranton did not endorse Taylor," 
the 39-year-old Lebanon Republi- 
tan said of Taylors meeting with 
Scranton Tuesday. 
MANY DISAGREE 
Ehrgood’s assessment of the 
battle for the powerful office of 
president pro tempore of the Sen­ 
ate, which Taylor helped for 14 
years prior to 1961, was complete­ 
ly opposite of most observers aft­ 
er the Scranton talks with legis­ 
lative leaders. 
Scranton spent most of the day 
in the discussions in his $75-a-day 
"presidential suite" at a down­ 
town hotel. It was his first visit 
to Harrisburg since winning a 
landslide victory Nov. 6. After­ 
ward. he left for Philadelphia. He 
plans to spend the Thanksgiving 
holiday Thursday with his family

TAYLOR PLEASED 
Taylor emerged from the 45- 
minute session in high spirits. He 
told newsmen: 
"We had a very satisfactory 
talk, the governor and I, and I 
am very happy about it. We dis­ 
cussed the governor’s program, 
which Is the platform, and it will 
have my complete support" 
Scranton, who cut short a work­ 
ing vacation in Florida to take a 
personal hand in the dispute, said:

Taylor’s elec­ 
tion would not surprise me, nor 
would it surprise me if he were 
not elected."

AAA REQUESTS 
STATE REVIEW 
LICENSE RULE 


HARRISBURG ' A P - A legisla­ 
tive review of the state’s driver 
license suspension system to re­ 
move or correct inequities has 
been requested by the Pennsylva­ 
nia Motor Federation 'AAA). 
In announcing the organization's 
plan Tuesday to ask the 1963 Gen­ 
eral Assembly to make a study of 
the system. AAA General Manag­ 
er C. E, Pugh said: 
The swelling accident statistics 
make it obvious we are overem­ 
phasizing punishment at the ex­ 
pense of correcting driver errors 
and attitudes. 
“We intend to seek a thorough 
study of the schedule of penalties 
now in force in the Common­ 
wealth. to the end that inequities 
are removed and corrected 
‘We will recommend division of 
the present methods of conducting 
’departmental hearings so they 
more nearly accomplish their true 
purpose by airing all sides of each 
case in a fair and equitable man­ 
ner 
before 
final 
judgment 
is 
made. 
“We also will urge that the sys­ 
tem of suspension* relating to out 
of-state violations be scrutinized 
Many states’ enforcement meth­ 
ods leave much to be desired and 
are far below our own standards, 
yet Pennsylvania drivers are ar 
bitrarily subjected to punitive ac­ 
tion without adequate recourse." 
The federation also plans to ask 
the legislature to reconsider the 
broad authority it has granted the 
state secretary of revenue to sus­ 
pend and revoke driver’s licenses.

Gov­ 
ernor George H. Earle was se­ 
lected to turn the first spadeful 
of rich loam on the east plaza, 
facing the Soldiers and Sailers 
Memorial bridge and start con­ 
struction (Mi the last of five capi­ 
tol buildings. The first was au­ 
thorized in 1897. The new finance 
building, to house the Revenue, 
Treasury and Auditor General’s 
departm ents will be constructed 
cf granite and limestone, to har 
monize with the four other build 
ings. It will be five stories high, 
corresponding with the education 
building, last completed in the 
group and occupied in November 
of 1931.

The Pilgrims were joining 
some strange company when 
they declared a Thanksgiving 
celebration in 1621, For the 
practice of giving thanks for 
a plentiful harvest goes back 
almost to the time when man 
first gave up wandering and 
hitched himself to a plow. 
Along 
the 
Mediterranean, 
ancient people held festivals 
at harvest time in honor of a 
mother goddness. The Semites 
called her Astarte, while the 
Phrygians named her Semele. 
The Romans honored Ceres, 
the 
godness of 
agriculture. 
in a celebration called the 
Cerealia. And the Greeks paid 
tribute to Demeter in secret 
rites 
called 
the 
Eleusinian 
Mysteries. 
• 
• 
* 


Christianity put an end to 
many of these festivals, but a 
pagan-inspired belief in the 
Corn Mother, or the Mother 
of Grains, 
survived among 
some peasants in the British 
Isles and Europe, Her spirit 
was thought to live in the last 
sheaf of grain left standing in 
the field. 
In 
northern 
England, the 
last handful of corn was the 
“kirn.” and sometimes it was 
fashioned into a “kirn doll." 
In Austria it was shaped into 
a wreath and placed on the 
head of a girl who became 
the harvest queen. 
During the Middle Ages the 
most 
common 
Thanksgiving 
and harvest festival was held 
on the Feast of Saint Martin 
of Tours, or Martinmas, on 
November ll. People through­ 
out Europe still celebrate the 
day with feats and new wine. 
The Pilgrims probably be­ 
c a m e familiar with this cele­ 
bration when they went to 
Holland to escape persecution 
in England, and it may have 
been the remembrance of this 
holiday that inspired them to 
hold a Thanksgiving feast aft­ 
er their first properous year 
in the New World,

Miss Kendlehart Dies At 95: 
Miss Mary Cecilia Kendlehart,. 
95, the second oldest resident of 
Gettysbuig, died at her home, 
45 West Middle Street, Friday 
evening from infirmities of age. 
She had been ill three weeks and 
was bedfast two weeks. She was 
a native of Gettysburg, a daugh­ 
ter of the late David and Eliza 


'Bowen* Kendlehart, and always 
resided here. Tile deceased had 
distinct recollections of the Bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg and at that time 
lived in the Kendlehart property, 
now known as the Taughinbaugh 
property, 
on 
Baltimore 
Street. 
The property was built by the 
Kendleharts during 1859 and 1860 
with m aterial taken from the old 
courthouse. Miss Kendlehart re­ 
called having seen President Lin­ 
coln and often told of tile large 
room in the house being filled 
with wounded soldiers during the 
battle. There were five children 
in the Kendlehart family at that 
time.

"Since excellent things are done by God," Mather told his congregation, there are 
two things to be done by us. First, we ought with many praises to observe the excellent 
things which God has done for ourselves. Secondly, we ought with many praises to ob­ 
serve the excellent things which G od has done for others...O ur lives are likewise to be 
employed in the praises of God. W e have hands as well as tongues for it. 
Mather concluded with the words of the 105th Psalm: 
"G ive thanks unto the Lord; call upon His name: Make known His deeds among the 
people . . . Talk ye of all His wondrous works "

“There are already evidences 
that commercialization of some 
Civil War centennials—spectacu 
lars and in some cases uncoordi­ 
nated re-enactments of battles— 
the need to encoven expended 
funds or appropriations through 
unwise or uncontrolled concessions 
with accompanying charges and 
overcharges—has in many quar­ 
ters been harmful to the lofty 
purposes and ideals the National 
Civil War Commission is seeking 
to attain from the centennial ob­ 
servance of the Civil War.”

China Vs. India: Border War Or Invasion

What are the Chinese Commu­ 
nists after in their mountain bor­ 
der war against India? 
The Chinese, under the pretext 
of repelling 
Indian aggression, 
struck across the border October 
20 in two areas long in dispute 
between the two most populous 
countries in the world. 
One is the Ladakh region of 
northern India, a barren, virtual­

HAS LITTLE VALUE 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
himself has told newsmen that 
the Ladakh region has little stra­ 
tegic value to India. But, says 
Nehru, the northeast frontier is 
a different story. 
Assam province and the adjoin­ 
ing unorganized territories like 
the Northeast Frontier Agency 
are almost cut off from the rest 
of India by the intrusion of East 
Pakistan and the little kingdom 
of Bhutan. 
At its narrowest point, only 12 
miles of Indian territory sepa­ 
rates Pakistan from Bhutan and 
Nepal. 
If the Red Chinese are bent on 
conquering, not merely the 36.- 
000 square miles of disputed north­ 
east territory, but all of Assam 
curiosities are important. 


And it looks like the Chinese 
are trying to do just that. 
CAPTURE TOWANG 
What appears to be the main 
Communist attack is moving down 
through the mountain passes along 
the border between the Northeast 
Frontier and Bhutan, 
The invaders already have cap­ 
tured the strategic point of To- 
wang, a Buddhist monastery town 
and trading center of 7 000 peo­ 
ple some 17 miles inside India. 
Possession of Towang offers the 
Chinese two military alternatives: 
They can strike down the Man­ 
as River across the little Indian 
protectorate of Bhutan and cut 
off Assam province from the rest 
of India at its narrowest point. 
Or they can move through 24- 
mile-high Se Pass and down the 
Himalayan foothills in a strike 


at Tezpur, a metropolis of 30, 
OOO in the heart of Assam. 
CAPTURE OUTPOST 
Last weekend, the Chinese cap­ 
tured the Indian outpost of Jang, 
the key to strategic Se Pass, only 
90 miles from Tezpur, the Indian 
military headquarters behind the 
front. 
Meanwhile a second Chinese 
column is moving down the Luhit 
River valley on the far eastern 
sector of the front in the direc­ 
tion of the big Indian oilfields at 
Dibgoi in Assam. 
This second Chinese attack was 
slowed by staunch Indian resist­ 
ance at Walong, a village of about 
300 people,

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Virginia Claims First 
Thanksgiving Observed 
By 39 Colonists In 1619

BERKELEY 
PLANTATION. 
Va <AP>—At about the time the 
Pilgrim* were wondering if the 
Mayflower was safe to travel in. 
39 colonists knelt on the sandy 
banks of the James* River here 
to offer the first Thanksgiving, 
It was Dec. 14. 1619. and the 
small hand had just arrived in 
the struggling colony of Virginia 
after a 2 Mr month journey aboard 
the ship Margaret from Bristol. 
England. 
With breastplates glinting in the 
low autumn sun and halberds at 
the ready, the colonists watched 
as Capt. John Woodleaf opened 
the company's charter and read 
its instructions. 
"Impr wee ordaine that the day 
of our ships arrivall at the place 
assigned for the plantation in the 
land of Virginia shall be yearly 
and perputually kept holy as a 
day of thanksgiuing to Almighty 
God.” 
MODEST VIEW 
This is the view held in Virgin­ 
ia. a state rarely known to be 
modest about its history. 
In 
proclaiming 
Thanksgiving 
this year Gov. Albertis S. Harri­ 
son Jr. ignored the long-accepted 
Plymouth Rock version and said 
the day would serve ac a memo­ 
rial to the Virginians "who gath­ 


ered at Berkeley near Richmond 
in 1619 to observe America's first 
Thanksgiving ceremony,” 
Virginia’s claim on the first 
Thanksgiving 
has 
been 
raised 
only in recent years, although the 
landing 
and 
the 
services 
at 
Berkeley arc documented. 
As an annual holiday, the state 
has celebrated Thanksgiving only 
for the past 77 years. In the years 
before and after the Civil War 
Virginia was only too happy to 
give all the credit to New Eng­ 
land and ignore the whole affair. 
Historians believe the settlers 
at Berkeley Hundred commemo­ 
rated the landing again in 1620— 
the year the Pilgrims set foot on 
Plymouth 
Rock—and 
again 
in 
1621. 
R EM IN D ER FROM ENGLAND 
Correspondence from the parent 
company in England reminded 
the colonists in August 1620 that 
the Thanksgiving was to be ob­ 
served each year. 
Plans for a fourth observance 
were ended by Chief Opechanca- 
nough when he led an Indian up­ 
rising on Good Friday in 1623 and 
slew 350 settlers along the James, 
The Virginia General Assembly 
set aside the date of the colony’s

In the last century, particularly 
for a time when Thanksgiving be­ 
came linked with the abolition of 
slavery. Virginia rejected the ob­ 
servance completely. 
The first Virginia governor to 
call upon the state to observe 
Thanksgiving as a national holi­ 
day was Gov. Gilbert C. Walker, 
who served from 1869 to 1874.

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THANKSGIVING 
DATE CONFUSED 
FOR 220 YEARS

Anyone searching for one more 
blessing to count this Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day might consider the ab­ 
sence of confusion which has at­ 
tended the date of the observance 
through the years. 
Thanksgiving was observed by 
Americans as a day of feasting, 
worshiping and family reunions 
on dates from January to Decem­ 
ber before becoming an annual 
fourth Thursday in November ob­ 
servance. 
WASHINGTON SET DAY 
Popular tradition assigns the 
origin of the observance to the 
Pilgrims' harvest in Plymouth, 
Mass., in 1621, In 1789, President 
George 
Washington 
proclaimed 
the last Thursday of November 
as a day of general thanksgiving. 
Since then, presidents have pro­ 
claimed 
Thanksgiving 
observ­ 
ances using dates in eight of the 
12 months. 
Washington allowed five years 
to lapse before he issued a second 
proclamation for a day of thanks­ 
giving. Two other presidents fol­ 
lowed his example. 
Andrew' Jackson refrained for 
ti* sake of separation of church 
and state. Zachary Taylor left the 
matter up to the judgment of 
state governors. 


February was the month Wash­ 
ington chose for his third proc­ 
lamation in 1795. 
ADAMS SET APRIL 
April 
was 
singled 
out 
for 
Thanksgiving Day by President 
John Adams in 1799. by Madison 
in 1815. and by Lincoln in 1882. 
Adams chose May 9 in 1798. 
In 
1812, 
President 
Madison 
picked the third Thursday in Au­ 
gust for the holiday. September 
had a Thanksgiving 
Day 
pro­ 
claimed by Madison to fall on the 
second Thursday of the month in 
1813. 
Madison designated Jan. 12 as 
Thanksgiving Day in 1814, and 
said the holiday should be a time 
of ' public humiliation and fasting 
and prayer in appreciation of the 
abundant fruits of the season and 
other blessings.” 
25-YEAR CAMPAIGN 
A woman editor. Sarah Josephs 
Hale, waged a forceful 25-year 
campaign

WASHINGTON ‘AP' — The na­ 
tion’s news organizations 
were 
free today of voluntary restric­ 
tions they accepted on reporting 
military movements and similar 
news during the Cuban crisis. 
But Defense Department offi­ 
cials and military personnel still 
were under strict orders to re­ 
frain from talking with reporters 
about a wide range of subjects 
considered "vital to national se­ 
curity.” 
President Kennedy announced 
at his news conference Tuesday 
night that his administration was 
lifting 
12 
restrictive guidelines 
which the White House suggested 
to the nation's news media at a 
time when the crisis over missiles 
in Cuba was rushing toward a 
peak. 
"NO APOLOGIES" 
These restrictions covered such 
matters as details on numbers or 
movements (rf U.S. forces, any 
discussion of plans for use of 
those forces, location of aircraft, 
intelligence estimates of enemy 
plans or capabilities and the like. 
Kennedy said “ I have no apolo­ 
gies” for keeping secret the de­ 
velopments leading up to the im­ 
position of the arm s blockade— 
developments which included in­ 
creased aerial surveillance to con­ 
firm the presence of nuclear mis­ 
siles in Cuba threatening the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He said it might have been "a 
disaster if this news had dribbled 
out when we were unsure of the 
extent of the Soviet buildup in 
Cuba, and when we were unsure 
of our response, and when we had 
not consulted with any of our 
allies.” 
During the week of mounting 
tension, 
before Soviet 
Premier 
Khrushchev agreed to pull out the 
missiles, "we attempted to have 
the government speak with one 
voice,” the President said.

NLBRUPHOLDS 
PAPER'S RIGHT

WASHINGTON AP)-A n agree- 
men! by IO New York newspapers 
to shut down if any of them are 
threatened with an unauthorized 
grievance strike has been upheld 
unanimously by the National La­ 
bor Relations Board. 
The board voted 5-0 Tuesday to 
dismiss the unfair labor practice 
suit brought by two of the nine 
craft unions which bargain with 
the Publishers Association of New 
York. In so doing, the NLRB over­ 
ruled its trial examiner who found 
that 
the 
publishers* 
agreement 
amounted to unreasonable force. 
DISCO URAGES STRIKES 
In finding that the agreement 
did not violate the National Labor 
Relations Act. the board said the 
pact "was intended to discourage, 
and did discourage the series of 
unauthorized 
work 
stoppages 
which experience had shown to 
pose a continuing threat to the 
publishers.” 
‘ Thus the agreement was. in 
essence, not an offensive weapon 
utilized to punish or lessen the 
legitimate effectiveness of the un­ 
ions. but rather a defensive meas­ 
ure utilized to combat unauthor­ 
ized work stoppages, in the plants 
of the publishers involved, and. in 
the long run. in the entire unit,” 
the board said. 
P A P ER S VULNERABLE 
The board found that news pa 
per> "were particularly vulnerable 
to such sudden announced stop­ 
pages because of the perishability 
of their commodity, and the strict 
tim e schedules necessary in the 
publishing business." 
The trial examiner had ruled in 
favor of the New York Mailers 
Union Local 6 of the International 
Typographical 
Union 
and 
the 
Newspaper and Mail Deliverers 
Union. 
He found unlawful the informal 
1958 agreement between the IO 
newspapers to quit publishing in 
v.vent of a strike threat which they 
deemed in violation of the con­ 
tract. The examiner held that such 
an agreement violated the rights 
of nonstriking employes 
Besides the mailers and deliver­ 
ers. the association bargains with 
unions

pressmen, 
typographers, stereotypers, paper 
handlers, photoengravers, machin­ 
ists and electricians.

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Christmas Customs From 
Around The World 


Pagan and Christian customs 
are combined in our giving of 
gifts. Santa Claus is a variation 
of the name Saint Nicholas His 
festal day is December 6. 
Living in the Fourth Century, 
according to legend, he secretly 
went about giving gifts to the 
needy. In one favorite tale he 
left bags of gold for three girls 
who had no doweries; needless 
to add all three soon were mar­ 
ried. 
Other names for the gift giver 
ere Papa Noel, La Be fa na. Jule- 
nlssen — plus many more, 
• 
Kris 
Kringle, 
for 
instance, 
comes from the German words 
* Christ Kind” or infant Christ, 
but is depicted now as a girl 
wearing a crown and carrying 
e Christmas tree She shares hon­ 
ors 
with 
Knecht 
Rupert, 
who 
gives presents to the good chil­ 
dren, and Pelsnichol (Nicolas with 
fur), who leaves only switches 
ta the shoes of naughty boys and 
girls, 
It probably is from the Euro­ 
pean custom of setting out the 
shoe or sabot for gifts that we 
tier ive our own ceremony of hang­ 
ing up a stocking on Christmas 
Eve. 
Some scholars believe caroling 
is a carry-over from the Roman 
songs of the Saturnalia The first 
songs of the Nativity date from 
the Fourth Century and German 
lieder from the lith. Some 200 
years later, carols found 
their 
way into France and Britain. One 
quaint belief of northern England 
was that on Christmas Eve the 
bees gathered and hummed car­ 
ols. 
The Puritans strongly opposed 
singing and even the celebration 
of Christmas itself. In England 
they passed laws in 1644 forbid 


ding its observance, 
but these 
were repealed after the Restora­ 
tion. 
From 1659 to 1681 in parte of 
America it was a criminal of­ 
fense to celebrate the holiday. 
Later ni our history, George Wash- 
iiigton credited his success agalast 
the Hessians at Trenton in 1776 
to the enemy's evening of Christ­ 
mas revelry that left (hem open 
to a surprise attack. 
The word "Yule” comes from 
the Scandinavian feast of Juul, 
Great fires were built to honor 
the god Thor and to defy the 
Frost King. The medieval Eng­ 
lish considered it bad luck if a 
squint-eyed 
person 
entered 
the 
great hall while the traditional 
log was burning — and even worse 
luck if a barefooted or flatfooted 
woman appeared 
. 
Christmas comes twice a year 
to lucky children ta 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
Belgium 
and 
Hol­ 
land. On St. Nicholas’ Day, De­ 
cember 6, good children received 
candy, nuts, oranges and some 
toys. The bad ones. supposedly, 
are put into St. Nick’s -sack and 
spirited away. 
If the family can afford it, toys 
and candy are distributed again 
on December 25, perhaps tucked 
in a shoe placed under a window 
or near the fireplace. However, 
this custom is fairly recent; it 
dates hack to World War II and 
was introduced by American GI’s.

Perhaps you are one of the wise 
folks who already have decided 
just what kind <* tree you are 
going to have this Christmas You 
may even be going out to the 
woods, to cut yow own. 
Or you may plan to buy one 
et the nursery to transplant out- 
doors after the holidays. 
No matter whether you have 
your particular tree in mind, or 
not. heres a run-down to some 
of the more popular and attrac­ 
tive Christmas greens: 
Douglas fir: 
A fragrant 
and 
long-lasting tree, this evergreen 
is a favorite on the West Coast 
and in the Plains slates The dark 
yellow-green or blue-green nee­ 
dles, striped on the underside, are 
flat and pliable, about an inch 
long, and are attached all around 
the branch. 
Balsam firr This is one of the 
most popular choices for trees 
because of 
symmetrical shape, 
fragrance, and long-lasting qual­ 
ities 
You can identify K by its 
needles, which are about one-half 
to one inch long; deep shiny 
green on the upjx»r surface, gray- 
green with two broad white stripes 
on the underside; flat with round­ 
ed tips. They grow singly 
and 
thickly! on opposite sides of the 


branch, forming a flat spray. The 
White fir 
is similar, 
but has 
I' ager needles that are pale green 
to whitish and curve upward and 
outward. 
White pine; Not as popular as 
Scotch pine, but many folks pre- 
fci 
this species because of its 
rich blue-green color. 
Its long 
needles 
(three to five 
inches1 
grow in clusters of five (Scotch 
pine has two*, and are slender 
and flexible. 
As with most other pines the 
long needles give the tree a fuller, 
bushier appearance than fire or 
spruces. 
Other pines (Virginia, Red or 
Norway, 
Pitch, 
Austrian, etc. 
can also be .ocognized by their 
long needles growing in clusters. 
Black spruce: lake other spruces 
(Norway, White. Blue, etc.) Black 
spruce is best for an outdoor tree 
or decorations because it sheds 
its needles after a few days in­ 
doors. 
Needles are one-fourth to ihree-

Be sure to inspect them care­ 
fully. Plug each firing in sepa­ 
rately. If lights flicker after you've 
tightened all the bulbs it may 
mean that sockets are loose or 
there may be a short in the wire. 
Examine 
the 
strings carefully 
(while disconnected' for broken, 
frayed spots. Replace any defec­ 
tive strings and bulbs you may 
find. 
To estimate the power load you 
need, multiply the number of bulbs 
by the wattage for each. The 
smallest bulb, used in strings con­ 
nected in series (when one bulb 
goes, they all go out) is rated at 
five watts. 
The next larger, and now the 
most popular, used in indow par­ 
allel strings is a 10-watt bulb 
Floodlights

FOR OUTDOORS 
Use only the light strings de­ 
signed for exterior use for out­ 
door lighting. Extensions should 
be of heavy-duty wire with weath­ 
erproof covering. Outdoor connec­ 
tions between cords should be 
wrapped with rubbe. or plastic 
tape to seal out moisture. 
Use an outdoor, weatherproof 
outlet fcr your power if possible. 
Next best is use of an outdoor 
light, such as a porch outlet, aft­ 
er removing the bulb.
